Claims 1-3, 6-7, 9-10, 12-13, 15-16, 18-22, 24 26-31, 33-35 and 37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
references separately and as reasonably combined do not teach or suggest a method of 
controlling a movable device comprising moving a surrogate robot under wireless 
control by a user, that during the moving, detecting unsuitable degradation of the 
wireless communications making up the wireless control, the detecting comprising 
comparing a performance parameter associated with the wireless communications to a 
threshold, and that in response to the detecting and while the surrogate is still receiving 
the wireless communications, autonomously moving the surrogate to provide suitable 
wireless communications for the wireless control.
